DUTIES OF COUPOR.VTIONS. 


Several citle* in the Eaot have ap- 
porendy determined to take over and 
operate their street railways. Dlssatis- 
faction with th© manner la which the 
companies attempt to shhrk their con¬ 
tract ©bligatious la at the bottom of the 
demands for a dtange. In th© case of 
Toruuto tbe courts have repeatedly de- 
ddevl that tbe company*© contract with 
the corporation called for sevetal re¬ 
forms. eUch os Improved fenders, more 
COTS, etc. But tticre was no machinery 
that conM be applitd to the enforcement 
of tbe court'a decrees. Tbe company 
went on its way, giving.such a service as 
suited Hs convenience or the capacity of 
its plant. At last Mayor Urqnhart has 
announcei) that tils patience is exhausted. 
He will make no further appeak to th© 
courts or to the eompanjr's generosity. 
He will go to the fountain of anthority, 
tike legkloture, . and ask for power to 
take over tbe plant an^ works in tbe 
name of the muuicipality. There Is little 
doubt that his application will be grant¬ 
ed, and that in the course of tbe year 
1005 the Toronto street railway will be 
operated in the name of, on behalf of, 
ami for tbe convenience of the people. 
The contract with tbe railway company 
hae stIH thirteen years to run. It la 
said tbe value of the unexplred term of 
the franchise cannot under the law be 
consklervd In any arbitration proceed- 
iugS. The actual value of the plant ac¬ 
cording to computation is all the com¬ 
pensation the shareholders will reedve. 
If that be the case, the member* of tbe 
company will scarcely thank their man¬ 
agers for the advice they reedved In 
their dealings with the city. There is a 
growing disposition hi Canada to take 
corporations In hand and enrb their pro¬ 
pensities for taking all the law allows 
thrin and giving ooHiiog thdr contracts 
oakinot compel them to give the people 
from whom they seenred their privilege*. 
It has now dawned upon the popular 
mind that iliat which has been conferred 
can also W withdrawn under tbe same 
authority. This llnowledge may have a 
wholesome effect.

They find it neceasary to mix 
with tbo wheat of Minnesota and tbe 
Dakotas in order to attain the standards 
tlemandvd by their customers. Although 
there Is a tax of 25 ccut* per bushel 
levied at the border, they must have our 
wbeut. Tills fact Ups becu bruited 
abroad, and no doubt has done much to 
etimulnte immigration to tbis country. 
The immigrants are described as of a 
kuperior class, well supplied with money. 
They ar© crossing tlie iKioudary, as one 
consdl-geiieral reports to tbe Toronto 
News, in droviw, "treating the boundary 
lin© as if it did not exist." The move¬ 
ment is a mere mutter of business w'ith 
them. They come to the place in which 
they can do best for themselves sod 
make tbe best provision for their 
families. Reports have satisfied them 
that protection to life and seenrity of 
property ar© better assured then in 
almost any other country in tbe world. 
The people they will mix whb will speak 
th© same language as themselves. Etlu- 
catiun is free and the system fully equal 
to that they have left behind. In fact, 
there will be little to remind them that 
they are in a foreign land. When th© 
fame of 'British Columbia as a fruit 
growing and a general fanning country 
is spread at far as is that of the North¬ 
west for wbqatHraialng, the rush acrose 
the border will not be confined to the 
grtlipprodacing pUina.

‘Tactmia shipping men will have to be 
shown before they will l»elieve that it 
in tho liarkentine Makawell which foun- 
dere<l off the We«t Coa*t of Vancouver 
Island,” says the Tacoma lAHlger. ”ln 
other words, it wilDlake undisputed evi- 
vlence to cunviuce local tnarluer* that 
tbe staunch, coal-laden rea*«l which left 
here Sunday, Octolter 30tl), met with 
disaster. 

"The general opinion among Tacomnn* 
is that the Mnkaweii shuukl have beeu 
many milea off shore i>efure last 
week's severe storm. It is surmised 
that a heavy sea w'SKhed a life buoy off 
tbe deek and tbe fact that luiulter was 
found strewn along the sitore of tho 
inland show* that It was not the Ta- 
coom ijarkentine.

I “I am surprised at Ttie rapidity with 
I which the movement Is gaining hokl in 
i’hina. Btmlents are in all the principal 
cities of the world studying modern 
luethoits and l>e<'Oniing imbued.^ with 
m<»d«‘ru ideas. Borne of these students 
are sent by tlie government, other* by 
[ the nss«K’iatioii. while others .go on their 
I (»wn account. The work of reform In 
I China will not bi* so 'diitleult as in .Tn- 
I pan. In the latter country much time 
ami labor was taken up in the transla¬ 
tion of KuroiH'an itooks of learning and 
science, and as the languages of Japan 
aikl (’hinn are very similar, the same 
translations may be usci].

Residents of# byimonton 
claiiiusl that honor for their city, but un¬ 
doubtedly more business was done by the 
merchants of Calgary, and more energy 
and^enterprise were displayed than l»y 
busmesN men of the rival town. 

The C. P. R. scheme for the irrigation 
of millions of acres of laud in the neigh¬ 
borhood of Calgary would increase the 
imimrtaiiee of that place. The' canal 
from Bow river was but a short dis¬ 
tance below the townslte. When the 
gates were opened it would d»tribu.e 
water over about three million acres, 
which would make that l»elt the moat 
fertile in the neighiwrbcxHl. Once tills 
was carried to a successful issue no dif¬ 
ficulty w«miM l»e met with in securing set- 
tk*rs. Thu.s the iKipiilation of the coun¬ 
try would be increaseil. and the «i*e and 
inijiortaiKM* of Calgary extended. 

The (ilran«l Tyniik Pacific railway, Mr. 
f’nshing contiutfed, would open up an 
immense tract of country, the sise of 
which was not generally understoo*]. It 
would l*ring settlers into districts that 
had Hot yet Imui exploreti, an»l would 
prove an iiU'Mtimable boom to business 
mtffi from the East to the West, and to 
tlie country as a wiiolc. He expected 
that towns would spring up ot different 
points along the new line in the terri¬ 
tories. Iu fact the establisliment of 
these cities was fearc'd by Calgary mer¬ 
chants, hecawe the inevitable reatilt 
Would be the loss of trade they now con¬ 
trolled. 

Calgary, Mr, Cushing further said, 
was naturally a C. P. R. town. The 
railway was n'sponslble for its growth,' 
ond had grantml It many privileges not 
enjoyed by other townsites. But the 
advent of another line, lie thought, wa# 
not n'gretted. The probable result of 
the competition would be a reduction in 
freight rates. This would not be Ivought 
about necessarily by the fight for trade. 
The Grand Trunk Pacific line would not 
be marked by tho heavy grades such os 
W(we to be found on the C. P. U., and, 
therefore, it would pay the former to do 
business at lower figure**. Considering 
the question generally. Mr. Cushing ex- 
pressei] the opinion that tlie operation of 
the Grand Trunk Pacific would mark a 
new era in the liistor}* of Western Can¬ 
ada. 

Mr. Cushing intends spending several 
days here, after which lie frill return 
direct to Calgary.
